Whereas America’s northern border, the longest international 

border in the world, measuring 5,525 miles, has only 140 

ports of entry with no performance measures to assess 

security between ports; 

Whereas U.S. Border Patrol staffing on our northern border 

has remained stagnant since fiscal year 2009; and 

Whereas the Department of Homeland Security, under Presi-

dent Biden’s and Secretary Mayorkas’ leadership, has 

failed to adequately respond to the crisis at the northern
